Telephone calls made. and received at the residence of PAUL 
DeLUCIA for the period February 28, 1918 through March 5, 1948 inclusive, 
for the most part concern social and family matters. The following calls 
may possibly be of some significance: 


On March 1, 1918 PAUL DeLUCIA was talking to one of his men 
at his farm by the name of "RED" ARMONDA.  DeLUCIA stated to "RED", "Did 
you hear from FRANCIS (possibly CURRY) at all?" ARMONDA stated, ‘Yes > he 
was here... last week." PAUL asked how he was feeling, and ARMONDA said, 
"He was feeling good." Then ARMONDA stated, "I think the day before he 
went in," and "He looked at the steer and then he sent a couple of fellows 
out here the day it was raining -- you know, So they looked it over, so 
I think 'SNUFFY! (possibly FRANK SANELIO) said they were going to send 
them in this week," In concluding the conversation PAUL stated he was 
going out to the farm next week. 


On February 29, 1918 an unknown man was calling PAUL DeLUCIA 
from los Angeles, California, The entire conversation was in Italian and. 
was not too distinct, and it was difficult to determine exactly what was 
being said, There were greetings exchanged between DeLUCIA and this un- 
known individual. PAUL DeLUCIA wanted to know why he had not heard fron. 
this unknown individual by phone or mail, This individual said, "They 
told me not to call yous" DeIUCTA then stated, Well, you could have 
written пез" They then discussed DeLUCIA's operation. This unknown in~ 
dividual, whose name was never mentioned during the conversation, sought 


DeIWCIA's advice, and DeLUCIA cautioned him as to what he said over the 


phone, .His conversation to DeLUCIA would indicate that somebody, presumably 
here in Chicago, was to take care of him büt for some reason unknown to him 
he паз not received any aid because everybody feels that he is well taken 
саге of, DeLUCIA indicated to him that whenever he needed anything to just 
come to Chicago and ask for it, and this individual indicated that he 
couldn't come to Chicago, This unknown individual is apparently in an 


embarrassing position as he is reluctant to contact people in los Angeles 


for assistance,

The teléphone calls made and received at the residence of Tony 
Ricci for the period February 28, 1948 to March 5 inclusive were meinly 
concerned with personal and social matters or involve local activity on 
his part, 


The following telephone calls, however, may possibly be of some 
significance: 


At 1:07 PM on February .29, 1948 a man named Aube (phonetic), 
believed to be Cleo Ricci's brother, called Cleo - apparently from Chicago, 
Illinois. He mentioned that he was going to the hospital to see Iola (phonetic) 
and that Harry (phonetic) was in Hindale (phonetic) to take inventory for 
the fiscal year. He indicated that he had cleared $3,188.00 in his gambling 
ventures and that he had to call "that guy to get my tax ready before March 15th!" 
and would make an estimate of $600.00 for the year. Aube owes Cleo some 
money apparently $600.00, Aube is apparently a bookie. Cleo told him that 
she would like him "to build....the bank roll over five...by the time the 
tracks open....and whatever you make over, we'll split", 


Aube stated that he had run into Joe Fusco, a friend of Tony's, 
the previous evening. Joe was at the Beachcomber with Rocky and Pat Manning. 
Cleo mentioned he always travels with the latter two pefsons. and that "we 
saw him" when he was in New York for the World Series,—"'bumped into him at 
one of the restaurants", Aube asked Cleo what was new to which she replied, 
"Everything's at а standstill. Headaches, - а lót of headaches for him... 
and now around here they want to pick on him because of the crazy stuff... 
like I mean he even mentioned to Mom (phonetic). and ше he seid for almost 
thirty years I've been а nice guy on the right side of the fence and all - 
they won't leave me like that you know. It's one of those crazy things", 
Aube said "I read that thing - stupid it isu, Cleo answered, "It really is 
stupid. I mean there's no such a thing even there was anybody like that 
there's nobody... You know what І méan...and the whole thing which comes 
back because they're friends of his, you know, and I mean they can't be - 
you know what it is it's just - if they can't figure out what it is so they 
give him credit for being smart or being somebody...instead of being on the 
right side..syou know what І mean...it all aggravates him", Aube then seid, 
"Well, it's been - they keep hammering away until they get busy with their 
elections and they they'll forget it. But, it's all they can is to keep in 





tthe limelight monkeying around that business". Cleo then said, "Yeah, 

and they make up such - where. in. the h--- do they get those stories?! 

Aube replied, "Well, the stories ~ I don't know", He indicated that they 
get stories from everybody. Aube then stated that a person believed to be 
Francis (indistinct) had finally testified. Cleo stated, "Oh, I'm glad 

you told пе. I!11 tell Tony then", Aube stated, "Oh, that's what the 
paper said. You can believe what you read in the paper", to which Cleo 
remarked, "Oh, that's what the. paper said", Aube declared "they. never had 
a picture of him...still couldn't get one...when he went out of there... 

he kept his face still covered up, but he didn't say anything what he 

said". He further advised that "Arvey (phonetic) is going to Washington 

to testify on it". Cleo asked "what has he got to do with it...you know 
how they call everybody - anybody that talks to anybody..sthey're liable 

to call you because you talked to Him", Aube stated "that's right and Bill 
(phonetic)...in Boston...he's going to testify". Cleo stated, "Well, they 
got nothing really you know...nobody!s doing anything wrong" to which Aube. 
replied, “that's right. There's nothing - all they - can't prove (indistinct) 
big payment. And they can't prove it that there was one. ‘Whatever money 
was paid is legal", Cleo replied, "That's right. They Саске it see 
and that's what they're tying to prove., Aube declared "They're getting this 
headline space and all that.- It's near the elections to then they want to 
show that. they're earning their salary - I don't know! То this Cleo said, 
ЧІ know, It is. а shame though. I mean Someone comes up and they - they are 
going to behave. themselves and they are worse now than ever... you know that 
cne party had a slight heart attack from all the aggravation...he would have 
been better off the othér way...after all if he ever wants any. other way, 

he can't make a move...if you talk to someone you get him in trouble", 


Cleo indicated that she and. Tony might go to "the Springs" to 
which Aube stated that on the way back if things were quietér they could 
"stop in for a week", Cleo said they might even "go one night, to St. Louis, 
you know". Aube said that he talked to "the Springs every day"and talks to 
"Gust (phonetic) sometimes four or five times а day. Cleo said that Tony 
thinks (Gus) 18. "а real hoosier". Aube said, "he's a hoosier but heís 
probably got more money than all of hen combined. He's got those.boxes 
stuffed up pretty good!!, ‘Cleo to this remarked, "Well, you know like Tony 
Says - he says all the more power to him", | 


Aube said to Cleo, "I got to get to the hospital before your 


Usster's pressure goes to 300", to which Cleo remarked, "Okay, well, listen 
that's your sister too, Listen,. has Pa (phonetic) called?" Aube replied 
in the negative. 


It is believed that when Aube in the above conversation referred 
to having read "that thing" he may possibly be referring to the article 
about Tony Ricci which appeared in the "Chicago Herald American" on 
February 20, 1948 entitled, "Back to Cell, Mr. Mafia to Parolees", by 
Thomas E, Connelly end William J. Drury. 


On February 29, 1948, at 1:25 PM Cleo Ricci called Miss Roberta. 
Charles long distance at Bittersweet 3200 at an unknown hotel. Miss Charles 
is apparently an old friend of Cleo's. Cleo told her she preferred Chicago 
to New York because she knew “everybody there". They mentioned mutual friends, 
one Anne McNabb and one Joan. Cleo advised that she and Tony Ricci might 
take a trip to Hot Springs in April. Miss Charles mentioned that she had 
heard that Tony Ricci's picture had been in the newspapers there. Cleo 
stated that. they had seen the picture and that Nit was all baloney...it's 
a shame the crazy lies they tell...«I won't believe no newspaper stories... 
it's imagination...it's like some of those movies you see or the radio 
stories",

There was а considerable number of calls made and received at the residence of 
LOUIS CAMPAGNA during the period March 13, 1948 ‘through March 19, 1948. The 
majority of these calls involved personal and social matters and problems 

relating to their farms. The following calls may possibly be of some significance: 


On March 13, 1948; TOLOS MO, Probàtion Officer, called LOUIS CAMPAGNA, and 
advised that he hád received a letter from KOHARIS (Ph), and he advised CAMPAGNA 
that he, LOUIS, had made a very góod impression on KOHARIS. It is possible that 
this is the Probation Officer at Hammond, Indiana. Later in the conversation, 
COLOSIMO asked CAMPAGNA if he had been reading the morning paper; and, CAMPAGNA 
said he had. COLOSTMO said, üíáintt that awful? It's absolutely ridiculous" 
COLOSBIO suggested to CAMPAGNA that he should ignoré it. COLOSIMOstated, "So 
you don!t have to worry about that part of it, (having reference to the newspaper 
publicity). So whenever they get me together and they want to tall to me about 
the case, well, I've got all the information.
